ANOTHER SLANT ON INDIA 
Will Durant, America's most distin- 


guished philosopher, has returned from 
a trip to India the ardent champion of 
Indian aspirations to freedom. 
He 


brings back a picture of conditions 
there that is up to this time the se- 
verest indictment of British rule yet 
given to the world. He says that In- 
dia is in a shocking state and he holds 
it is due to failure of British admin- 
istration there and to ruthless exploi- 
tation of the people. He is writing a 
book on the subject and it is sure to 
make a deep impression on American 
public opinion and to arouse wide- 
spread controversy. 


It may be that Mr. Durant is right. 


It also may be that he has obtained 
a distorted and prejudiced opinion of 
India. Much depends upon the view- 
point and one's preconceived social and 
political ideas. 
Some of our politi- 


cians go to Russia and come back with 
glowing pictures of what is being done 
there. Their bias toward the doctrines 
of bolshevism and their radical no- 
tions about government are clearly 
the father of their,conclusions. Other 
men go to Russia and bring back stor- 
ies of indescribable degradation and 
misery, along with the opinion that the 
noble experiment over there is worse 
than failure. 


Mr. Durant is an eminent figure and 


a high type of citizen. His opinions • 
are of value and are to be respected. 
There will be a. general tendency to 
sympathize with his ^excoriation of 
British rule in India, not only because 
it is British but because of a deep so- 
licitude by Americans for the Indian 
people, along with all other people 
struggling, for independence and na- 
tional security. The question is, can 
a man even of Mr. Durant's ability 
acquaint himself with the true situa- 
tion in India, its causes and reflexes 
during a comparatively - short visit 
there? Possibly he can but the chan- 
ces are rather against him. Neverthe- 
less, his statements and his book will 
exercise a profound influence on pub- 
lic opinion in this country and possibly 
in other countries as well. 


LEGAL WARFARE

among states about water rights. 
Arizona sought permission to file its 
complaint against the other states in- 
terested in the Colorado river, oppos- 
ing the construction of the Hoover 
dam.

The building; was burned by the British in

offices in the grounds connected with the main 


ilding-. The 'building today is a two-story white 


freestone edifice. It contains the private apart- 
ments of the president on the second floor and 
the reception rooms on the first floor. 


Among the latter are the famous East Room, 


used'for public receptions, and the Blue Room, 
used for diplomatic and social functions.

HAY FEVEB COMES IN TWO 


FORMS. 


People who know a 
good deal 


about this parrot fever, and who 
doesn't unless it be the family doc- 
tor? know that it is called psittacosis 
or something like that. It is one of 
our most hallowed bits of magic to 
take a complaint or even an ailment 
we don't understand very well and 
give it some imposing name, and 
that is enough lor the unsophisticat- 
ed layman. He may be trusted to 
assume that since the doctors give 
the thing such a frightful name they 
probably know all about it. 


At first glance polliness 
might 


seem related to parrot fever, but we 
regret to report that the poll! part 
does not mean Polly the bird, nor 
does the nosis part refer to the beak. 
The truth is that this is a horrible 
word coined by-some old doctor who 
gotjhis Latin and Greek mixed up, 
and it has no more to do with parrot 
fever than hay fever has to do with 
hay or with fever in most cases. I 
drag the term polhness in here, not 
just to display my erudition, but 
especially to impress upon victims 
of hay fever that, if they are right 
about the diagnosis, they are really 
suffering from pollen disease, polh- 
ness, and that never means fever 
and seldom hay. 


We divide all polliness cases into 


two great classes, the milder class 
being pollen coryza, and the more 
severe class being pollen asthma. I 
don'e mean to imply that jours is a 
trifling maladj, if you happen to 
have oust pollen-coryza. But I ven- 
ture, at this safe distance, to say it 
might be worse^and still te polliness. 


Characteristic of the common mild- 


er type, coryza, are the itching- and 
burning of eyes and nose, sometimes 
of mouth and throat; the sneezing, 
paroxysmal, rarely single but rather 
coming in groups of six or a dozen 
or more sneezes, the sneezing being 
precipitated by any trifling irrita- 
tion; the periodicity of the attacks, 
recurring almost on the exact date 
in each spring, summer or autmun, 
and ceasing with striking abruptness 
•when the first frost comes, though, 
thank fortune, such sudden cessation 
often happens long before frost ends 
the trouble for the season. 
. The severer type, pollen asthma, 
differs only in its characteristic sea- 
sonal periodicity, from ordinary bron- 
chial or spasmodic asthma due to 
other forms of protein 
poisoning 


than pollen. 


Hay asthma is difficult to distin- 


guish from asthma due to 
other 


kinds of sensitization, such as horse 
dander asthma or goose 
feather 


asthma. Unlike pollen coryza, pollen 
asthma does not always terminate 
with the first frost, but after a few- 
seasons becomes more or less peren- 
nial or at least continues unabated 
long- after most hay fever "victims 
have closed their regular season. 
This presistence of the asthma out 
of pollen season is usually duo to 
complicating bacterial infection of 
the bronchial limns—bronchitis. 


Jvbt every individual -who throws a 


seasonal coryza or pulls an annual 
wheeze "has bay fever. I conserva- 
tively estimate that one out of every 
three pressimists at present infesting 
the universe and crabbing: about the 
useJesness of doctors and their treat- 
ment is only making believe he has 
hay fever.

GASES MAY AGAIN 


REACH COURT 


Macintosh-and Bland Hear- 


ings Likely to Go to Na- 
tion's Highest Tribunal 


Washington—(/P)— Although the 


supreme court has said its say 
in 


emphatic fashion on the duty of an 
applicant for citizenship to take 
qualified oath to fight if need be for 
the United States, it must pass on 
the question again or leave it con 
siderably unsettled. 


In the case of Rosika Schwimmer 


the court last year decided such an 
oath was necessary but since then a 
cireut court of appeals has decided 
Douglas Clyde Macintosh, Yale the- 
ology professor and Marie Averill 
Bland, Canadian war nurse were en- 
titled to citizenship in spite of reser- 
vations regarding Bearing arms. 


The supreme court, is to decide 


shortly whether it will take up the 
government's appeals and 
review 


these cases. Should it decide not to 
review, the decisions of the court of 
appeals will stand, presenting to the 
eye of the layman a decided contrast 
to the final ruling in the Schwimmer 
case. 


Mrs. Schwimmer, native of Hun- 


gary, , lecturer, writer and linguist, 
applied for citizenship in Illinois in 
4.926. Everything went well until she 
was asked if she would personally 
bear arms in defense of the United 
States. She replied she would not be- 
cause she was an uncompromising 
pacifist. She was refused citizenship 
and appealed to the supreme court. 


RULING AGAINST WOMAN 
The court ruled against her, the 


majority holding it was the citizen's 
duty to bear arms if necessary,, and 
that anything tending to lessen will- 
ingness to fight' in time of need 
weakened the safety of the govern- 
ment.- 


Justice Holmes, Brandeis and the 


late Edward Terry Sanford dissented. 
Justice Holmes observed in his opin- 
ion that "many citizens agree with 
the applicant's belief and I had'not 
supposed hitherto that we regretted 
our inability to expel them because 
they believe "more than some of us 
do in the teachings of the Sermon on 
the Mount." , 


In the meantime, Macintosh and 


Miss Bland, both Canadians,-asked 
for citizenship. Dr. MacKintosh said 
,he was willing to bear arms in de- 
fense of the country but wanted to 
be the judge of the necessity. Miss 
Bland, like Miss Schwimmer, said 
she -would not bear arms personally, 
believing it contrary to the "ethics of 
Christ." - - 


Both were refused, citizenship in a 


United States district court but the 
second circuit court of appeals, de- 
spite the Schwimmer case decision, 
reversed the lower court.

In the case of Dr. Macintosh it 


-was said there was a distinction be- 
tween, a morally "justified and an un- 
justified war and that recognition 
had been given* this distinction in the 
Kellogg peace -pact.

The formation this week of another 
investment trust of a "fixed" type, 
tinder the auspices of one of 
the 


leading- banking group in 
New 


Tork, is significant of the trend to- 
warC this kind of investment cor- 
poration, which has gained5 favor 
this year -while the/shares of the 
older investment trusts and the 1929 
creations of trading companies have 
been on the decline. 


Several "fixed" trusts have been 


established this year and hundreds 
of millions of dollars of investment 
capital have 'gone into them. 


The newer "fixed" trusts have de- 


veloped modifications of the older 
-forms to avoid the rigidity of the 
original trusts of this nature. Nearly 
all of them have selected about the 
same type of industrial, public utility 
and railroad shares for their portfo- 
lios. 


The factor of diversification in in- 


vestment has been emphasized a-nd, 
-with it, the minimum risk to the 
holder of the trust shares through 
a wide distribution of his/capital in 
various units of stocks of leading 
American corporations. 


PREFER COMMON SHARES 
Practically all of the "fixed" trusts 


have made their investments in do- 
mestic securities, and mainly in com- 
mon shares. A few have minority 
holdings in bonds and 
preferred 


stocks. None has so far shown a 
disposition to enter the foreign field. 


Tha weakness of some of the in- 


vestment trusts that were created 
one and two years ago has been 
clearly evident in the events of the 
last few weeks. This was the policy 
of building up majority interests in 
corporations to the point where they 
become "frozen assets." The lack of 
liquidity of some^of these trusts has, 
more than any other factor, affected 
the market position of their own 
shares and has been responsible for 
the steady decline, which last week 
brought prices of a number of im- 
portant investment 
trust stocks 


down to almost nominal figures. 


It is believed that once the stock 


market is stabilized and confidence 
is restored among investors, there 
will be a-further trend toward the 
"fixed" trust form of investment 
and some- of the older trust will 
make a strong 
effort to liquidate 


holding., of a proprietary nature in 
industrial and public -utility enter- 
prises with which, they are now 
closely identified. 


Another phase of the investment 


trust situation is that dealing with 
foreign securities. Until this year it 
had been possible for investment 
trusts to place then- capital to advant- 
age in some few countries abroad 
-that were undisturbed by economic 
or credit conditions at the same time 
that other countries and their secur- 
ities werj depressed. Now, for the 
first time in nearly 40 years, prac- 
tically every country in the world is 
suffering a depression 
from, one

therefore, the theory of geographical 
distribution of investment risk does - 
not stand up and the investment 
trusts are experiencing, along with 
all other investors, a heavy deprecia- 
tion in their foreign portfolios.
